Fifty-Three Lives Lost in Wreck Disaster. 
Early last Saturday morning fifty-three persons were 
drowned through the foundering of the steamer Cle?! 
bound from Victona (British Columbia) to Beattle. Most 
of the vietimà were women and children, and the loss of 
life is alleged to have been due to the haste with which the 
whip's life-boats were lowered. The: Clallam was about 
four miles from Vietoria when she eucountered a terrific 
gale, with an abnormally БВ sea. Drifting before th 
wind, and with huge seus battering his ship to pieces, the 
captain decided to make.an aftempt to land the women 
and children. Life-boats were accordingly swung out. »nd 
with great difficulty launched. They could not live in the 
sea, und all were capsized, cvery occupant being drowned 
Soon after the calamity had happened, tugs which 
had seen the Cjal/em's distress signals came up and 
succéeded in passing hnwsers tothe ship.

I have just been reading. a charming novel, 
called ** Тһе Fulfilling of the Law," in which 
tbe hero is the sort of man who attracts nnd 
wins the love of the best sort of woman.

They will disfignre the prettiest 
face. Great care must be taken to see that, 
when the child is asleep on its side, the 
ear is not doubled under, but perfectly flat. 
There are appliances sold for children to wear 
at night ; and when the child goes out, care must 
be taken that the strings of the hat or hood do 
not pass behind the ears, but over them, thus keep- 
ing them close against the head. If this treatment 
is not begun early and kept up regularly, it 
will not succeed. It should be applied to boys 
as well as_girls, and when little boys begin to 
have elastic on their straw hats, the elastic must 
not pass behind the ears, but in front or over 
them. The same correspondent asks if recooked 
meat is good for children. Certainly not; there 
is no nourishment in it.

Maggots in Sheep. я 

The pamphlet on “ Maggots in Sheep," issued by the 
Royal Agricultural Society, asked about by one of my 
correspondents may be obtained on applieatiom to the 
secretary, 13, Hanover Square, London, W. Sir Georze 
"Brown is the author, and he states that preventive and 
curative treatment is perfectly simple in principle, but in 
practice demands a large amount of personal attention. In 
countries where sheep are habitually housed, ingenious 
devices in the form of fine network, covering the windows 
nnd other openings, are adopted to exclude the flies. 
When the flock is turned out, protective coverings are 
applied to the head and hinder parts of the sheep, 
which flies are fond of attacking, particularly if wounds 
from slight injuries are found about the h 
eften are. Such arrangements are not 5 
favour with English flockmasters and shepherds ; farther, 
the protection against the flies in sheds or houses is rarely 
wanted, as sheep are seldom housed, and probably never in 
the summer and autumn, when flies аге most abundint and 
active. A more convenient plan would be to render the 
skin and wool of the sheep uninviting to the insects by the 
use of medicated fluids having either an objectionable 
odour or nauseous flavour—or both. Several, mixtures are 
recommended for this purpose. For example, a weak 
deeoction of tobacco (about a quarter of an ounce boiled in 
a quart of water); or a very dilute solution of aloes, which 
dissolves readily in hot water ; or a few grains of asafoctida, 
dissolved in vinegar, and then diluted with water, are prepar- 
ations easily made, and they are harmless. The nse of these 
remedies involves. labour, and flock-owners will not for a 
moment question the prominent part which a good shepherd 
will play in any efficient system of prevention and eure. From
